Then into the picture comes the 
powerful Continental Motors, am- 
bitious to become an automobile 
manufacturer in a big way. It was 


like the sun breaking through the 


clouds after a hurricane. 

So today the writer finds the sit- 
uation completely changed at the 
Grand Rapids factory. No more 
depressed spirits or the atmosphere 
of morbidness that prevailed a 
short time back—everyone on his 
toes, and the entire sales organi- 
zation busy caring for the inquiries 
coming in from many sections of 
the country, asking for more details 
about the De Vaux franchise. I 
am told of one of the most remark- 
able displays of dealer loyalty in the 
case of the De Vaux by General 
Sales Manager R. H. Mulch, who 
assures me that even though the 
troublous period of uncertainty as 
to the future, not more than fifty 
out of more than seven hundred re- 
tailers cancelled their franchises. 

Production on the new jobs starts 
early in April, and Mulch feels that 
by that time enough orders will 
have been given the manufactur- 
ing division to keep the sales staff 
considerably ahead of production 
possibilities, 

As to the new models, I have it 
on the word of Mulch that they 
are outperforming the 6-75, which 
in itself was recognized as a car 
of merit.

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OHIO'S NEW CAR 
SALES SHOW GAIN 


Columbus, O., March 22 (UTPS). 
—Sales of passenger cars in Ohio 
during the month of February in- 


creased 11 per cent. over sales of 
the previous month, according to 
statistics compiled by the Bureau of 
Business Research of Ohio State 


University. 
This gain 11 per cent., how- 
ever, falls short of the five-year 


average January-to-February in- 
crease of 17 per cent. in sales of new 
passenger cars. The bureau points 
out that the reducing in sales in 
both January and February may be 
attributed to delayed purchases 
pending the presentation of the new 
Ford model. 

There were increases in sales in 
February in Akron, Canton, Cin- 
cinnati, Columbus and Youngstown, 
showing increases over those ef Jan- 
uary in excess of the five-year aver- 
age gain. Total sales in Akron in 
February reflected nc change from 
the previous month, although the 
five-year average change amount- 
ed to 15 per cent. decrease. The in- 
crease of 29 per cent. in Canton was 
Slightly greater than five-year aver- 
age increase of 23 per cent., while 
the 44 per cent. increase in Cincin- 
nati greatly exceeded the five-year 
average January-to-February rise of 
9 per cent. 

Automobile sales in Columbus in- 
creased 30 per cent. in February 
over January and there was an in- 
crease of 24 per cont. in Youngstown. 


“The attitude of our organization 
consistently has been that we do not 
believe any one industry should be 
singled out to bear more than its 
equal share of a general tax bur- 
den when the sole purpose of the 
discrimination is one of obtaining 
revenue,” declared Alfred Reeves, 
vice-president of the Motor Cham- 
ber, in a letter to Julius H. Barnes, 
chairman of the U. S. Chamber's 
board of directors. 

Mr. Reeves added that “We hold 
that any such levies applied to the 
motor industry, or any other par- 
ticular industry, would retard busi- 
ness recovery and would adversely 
affect employment.” 

The letter accompanied the Mo- 
tor Chamber’s ballot on the refer- 
endum being conducted by the 
United States Chamber of Commerce 
among its membership, for the pur- 
pose of formulating that organiza- 
tion’s policy with respect to Federal 
taxation. 

The referendum calls for an ex- 
pression of opinion with respect to 
the desirability of employing “ex- 
cise taxes at low rates upon a broad 
range of articles of wide use and 
not of the first necessity” in the 
event that other revenue measures 
are found inadequate to govern- 
mental] requirements, 

Mr. Reeves, for the motor manu- 
facturers, declared that his industry 
has gone on record officially before 
the Ways and Means Committee as 
being willing to assume the respon- 
Sibility for its share of any addi- 
tional revenue which might be found 
necessary to finance the Federal 
government.

Continued Plant Expansion

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Washington, March 22, — Con- 
tinued expansion of activities or- 


curred in automobile plants during 
February, with many furloughed 
workers recalled, while the gains 
registered in January were main- 
tained and consolidated, according 
to the survey just issued by the 
employment service of the United 
States Department of Labor. 

In Detroit industrial district sev- 
eral automobile plants stepped up 
to full-time schedules and employed 
close to normal forces, while the 
tool and die concerns worked over- 
time. Rubber tire factories worked 
part time. 

Other industrial centers in Michi- 
gan hardly measured up to the 
standards attained by Detroit. A 
surplus of labor was noticeable in 
the automobile industry at Flint. 
Part-time schedules with curtailed 
forces obtained in the automobile 
and automobile accessory plants and 
gear and wheel concerns at Jackson, 
with 4,000 workers affected. Cur-

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Spring Is Here 

S Mr. Ripley so frequently remarks, “believe it or not,” 
A spring is here. The calendar says so, and sooner or 
later the weather will agree. 

Spring traditionally is the season when the employ- 
ment curve starts to swing upward. Throughout the most 
populous section of the country cold weather annually puts 
an end to most phases of outdoor work. Even when business 
in a condition of normal prosperity, unemployment 
inevitably increases unemployment. Building operations are 
slowed down or stopped by cold weather. Highway construc- 
tion practically ceases. Agricultural operations are at a 
standstill. 

With the coming of spring and warmer weather, all 
these various forms of outdoor activity take on new life. A 
considerable proportion of the normal winter unemployment 
is absorbed back into wage paying activity. 

This is also the time when the automotive industry 
usually swings into higher production and re-employs its 
norma! quantity of labor. This year the automotive industry 
has not as yet stepped up production in the normal propor- 
tion. Ford has been practically out of production since last 
fall, and the other companies have been biding their time, 
waiting for the announcement from Dearborn. Within the 
past two weeks the Ford organization has been increasing its 
pay roll, until today it is understood now to number about 
70,000 men. 

With the Ford announcement immediately impending, 
there is reason to hope that spring buying will shortly get 
under way, stepping up production and recalling thousands 
of workers to their automotive colors. ; 

It is a fair assumption that with outdoor work again 
possible, with highway building getting under way, with 
the automotive industry getting into reasonably normal 
production, some dent will be made in our sinister bulk of 
unemployment. Whatever may be the underlying causes of 
this long depression, one thing is certain: the obvious reason 
at the moment is the unhealthy percentage of our people 
who are more or less completely out of the market as buyers 
of anything. If we can in any way cut down the total of 
our unemployed by half, even though the cut be but seasonal, 
the added buying power thus brought into the market may 
very likely serve to push business off the dead center upon 
which it is sticking. 

While unemployment may be but a symptom and not a 
fundamental cause of our present illness, curing or remedy- 
ing the symptom in this case may give us a chance to get 
at the cause. 


OME weeks ago Automotive Daily News editorially 
suggested that the government of the United States 
float a huge loan, say $5,000,000,000, using the methods that 
were employed during the war in putting over Liberty loans. 
Then let this loan be put into highway building on the most 
gigantic scale ever attempted by any nation. 
Our suggestion was and is that highways are the only

form of construction which actually begin a return of 
revenue immediately after the work is completed. Public 


buildings or any other form of Federal work would give 
employment to people now unemployed, but after the build- 
ings had been erected they would not makt a definite 
monetary return to the government. Highways not only 
increase the value of lands lying adjacent to them, so that 
higher taxes are realized, but they make the land 
economically profitable to greater distances from shipping 
points. Highways increase the production of the territory 
which they traverse. 

The present emergency calls for government spending 
money on necessary public works in order to give work to 
people who have been long without it. There is no other 


way in which the government can spend money so profitably | 
to itself, as well as to the people who are employed to do the | 
work, as in the building of highways.

Editor Automotive Daily News: | 
In a recent issue of your news- 


advances a number of reasons why 
the new car dealer ought to sell 
used cars, | 

He says that one reason why the 
used car is of value to the ordinary 
dealer is that when a customer calls 
to look at a new car, and finally de- | 
cides not to buy one, the salesman 
can sell him a used car. I have 
been a dealer for fifteen years, and 
I do not believe I evér had this 
happen in my shop. Other dealers 
may be able to work this way, but 
I certainly can’t. 

Then your reader says that a 
dealer may sell a customer a used 
car one year and can then turn 
around and sell him another used 
job, or even a new car the next 
year. That argument has a little 
more weight, but I don’t believe any 
dealer ever got fat on customers 
that he carried along from one used 
car to another and finally into the 
new car department. Of course a 
dealer ought to try and do just that 
thing, but he never could build his 
whole business on that basis. 

The fact is that automobile deal- 


|ers have no more business in han- 
| dling second-hand products than a} 


tailor has, or a plumber or a haber- 
dasher, What would a haberdasher 
say to a man who came into his 
shop and said: “Here is a used 
collar that I figure is worth half 
the cost of a new one. Will you 
allow me 50 per cent. on it for a 
new Arrow?” The collar merchant 
would probably telephone for the 
police. 


We, and I mean manufacturers as | 


well as dealers, allowed our busi- 
ness to be saddled with this used 
car business. At first dealers did it 
because they could sell all the used 
cars they could get and wanted them 
in their shops. But that didn’t last 
long and today we are paying for 
the foolish optimism of the early 
dealers.

has been cleaned up and made half 
way decent. 

If the automobile manufacturers 
were suddenly to say: “No dealer is 
permitted to take in trade any used 
vehicle of any kind,” we would suf- 
fer for a while. Sales would prob- 
ably fall off, but in the end the busi- 
ness would be on a better basis than 
it has been in the last twenty years 

Selling automobiles ought to be a 
good business; it ought to be a gen- 
tleman’s business, but today it is 
pretty close to an old clothesman’s 
job. Your profit depends not on 
how many cars you sell in a year, 
but on how many used cars you get 
stuck with, and we all of us get 
stuck with plenty.

War against Pennsylvania auto- 
mobiles which do not carry orange 
stickers will be declared at midnight, 
March 31, by state patrolmen who 
will accept no excuses from motor- 
ists for not having “Approved” vehi- 
cles, Frank E, Ballantyne, General 
Manager of the A. A. A.-Automo- 
bile Club of Philadelphia, warned 
motorists yesterday. 

“We have been advised by state 
highway patrol officials that a con- 
ference was recently held in Harris- 
burg and instructions issued that 
the most intensive campaign in the 
state’s history against unsafe motor 
vehicles will be started April 1, with 
wholesale arrests of motorists whose 


cars do not carry the ‘Approved’ 
certificate. ; 
“Dilatory motorists have until 


midnight, March 31, to have their 
cars inspected. Figures from Harris- 
burg indicate that throughout the 
state only one out of every two cars 
has been inspected, and thousands 
of motorists are expected to rush to 
service stations during the last week 
of the three-month inspection per- 
iod, which started January 1. 

“State highway officials tell us 
that motorists have had sufficient 
time since January 1 to have their 
cars inspected by one of the 4,500 
official inspection stations, and that 
they see no reason for accepting 
excuses or extending the time since 
ample time was given for every mo- 
torist to take his car to a service 
station and have necessary adjust- 
ments made. 

“Owners and operators failing to 
have a sticker on April 1 are liable 
to a fine of $10 and costs, and in 
default of payment, to imprison- 
ment for not more than five days.
